Yet it is my inten- 
tion also to make clear the several ways in whicd 
the war against the submarine was won; and, 
_ in order to do this, it will be necessary occgsion- 
ally to depart from the main subject and to de- 
‘geribe certain naval operations of our allies. 
The most important agency in frustrating the 
submarine was the convoy system. An examina- 
tion of the tonnage losses in 1917 and in 1918, 
however, discloses that this did not entirely 
prevent the loss of merchant ships. From April, 
1917, to November, 1918, the monthly losses 
dropped from 875,000 to 101,168 tons. This de- 
crease in sinkings enabled the allies to preserve 
thelr communications and so won the war; how- 
ever, it is evident that these losses, while not 
necessarily fatal to the allied cause, still offered 
a serious impediment to success. It was there- 
fore necessary to supplement the convoy system 
in all possible ways. Every submarine that could 
be destroyed, whatever the method of destruction, 
represented just that much gain to the allied 
cause. Every submarine that was sent to the 
bottom, it was estimated, amounted in 1917 to a 
saving: of about 40,000 tons per year of mer- 
chant shipping; that was the amount of shipping, 
fa other words, which the average U-boat would 
sink if left unhindered to pursue its course. Be- 
sides escorting merchant ships, therefore, the 
allied navies developed several methods of hunt- 
ing individual submarines; and these methods not 
only sunk a considerable number of U-boats, but 
played an important part in breaking down the 
German submarine morale. For the greater part 
of the war the utmost secrecy was observed re- 
garding these expedients; it was not until the 
early part of 1918, indeed, that the public heard 
anything of the special service vessels that came 
to be known as the “mystery” or “Q-ships”— 
Which represented one of the most successful 
devices for hunting submarines—although these 
had been operating for nearly three years. It is

It looked 
like a particularly dirty and uninviting specimen 
of the breed. 
enemy of the submarine is, like many other de- 
vices developed by the war, unknown. It was, 
however, the natural outcome of a close study of ( 
German naval methods. The man who first had 
the idea well understood the peculiar mentality 
of the U-boat commanders. The Germans had a 
fairly easy time in the early days of submarine 
warfare on merchant shipping. They sank as 
many ships as possible with gunfire and bombs. 
The prevailing method then was to break sur- 
face and begin shelling the defenseless enemy. 
In case the merchant ship was fastér than the 
submarine it would take to its heels; if, as 
was usually the case, it was slower, the passen- 
gers and crews lowered the boats and left the 
vessel to its fate. In such instances the pro- 
cedure of the submarine was invariably the same. 
It ceased shelling, approached the life boats filled 
with survivors and ordered them to take a party 
of Germans to the ship. This party then searched 
the vessel for all kinds of valuables, and, after 
depositing time bombs in the hold, rowed back 
to the submarine. This procedure was popular 
with the Germans, because it was the least ex- 
pensive form of destroying merchant ships. It 
was not necessary to use torpedoes or even a 
large number.of shells; an inexpensive bomb, 
properly placed, did the whole job. Even when 
the arming of merchant ships interfered with this 
simple program, and compelled the Germans to 
use long-range gunfire or torpedoes, the subma- 
rine commanders still persisted in rising to the 
surface near the sinking ship. Torpedoes were 
so expensive that the Admiralty at Berlin in- 
sisted on having every one accounted for. The

‘to close quarters and inspect the consequences 
» of his handiwork, also impelled the Hun com- 


mander to take what was, as events soon demon- 
strated, a particularly hazardous risk. 

This simple fact that the submarine, even when 
the danger had been realized, insisted on rising 
to the surface and approaching the vessel which 
it had torpedoed, offered the allies an oppor- 
tunity which they were not slow in seizing. There 
is hardly anything in warfare which is more vul- 
nerable than a submarine on the surface within 
a few hundred yards of a four-inch gun. A single, 
well-aimed shot will frequently send it to the bot- 
tom. Indeed, a U-boat caught in such a predica- 
ment has only one chance of escaping; that is 
represented by the number of seconds which it 
takes to get under the water. But before that 
time has expired rapidly firing guns can put a 
dozen shots into its hull; with modern, well- 
trained gun crews, therefore, a submarine which 
exposes itself in this way stands practically no 
chance of getting away. Clearly, the obvious 


thing for the allies to do was to send merchant , 


ships, armed with hidden guns, along the great 
highways of commerce. The crews of these ships 
should be naval officers and men disguised as 

merchant masters and sailors. They should dupli- 
cate in all details the manners and the “tech- 
nique” of a freighter’s crew, and, when shelled 
or torpedoed by a submarine, they should be- 
have precisely like the passengers and crews of 
merchantmen in such a crisis; a part—the only 
part visible to the submarine—should leave the 
vessel in boats, while the remainder should lie 
concealed until the submarine rose to the surface 
and approached the vessel. When the enemy had 
come within two or three hundred yards, the 
bulwarks should fall down, disclosing the arma- 
ment, the white battle ensign should go up and 
the guns should open fire on the practically help- 


less enemy.

outward appearances, was a helpless, foundering 
hulk, become a mass of belching fire and smoke 
and shot. The picture of that first submarine, 
standing upright in the- water, reeling like a 
drunken man, while the apparently innocent mer- 
chant ship kept pouring volley after volley into 
its sides, is one that will not quickly fade from 
the memory of British naval men. Yet it is 
evident that the allies could:not play a game like 
this indefinitely. They could do so just as long 
as the Germans insisted on delivering themselves 
into their hands. The complete success of the 
idea depended at first upon the fact that the very 
existence of mystery ships was unknown to the 
German navy. All that the Germans knew, in 
these early days, was that certain U-boats had 
sailed from Germany and had not returned. But 
it was inevitable that the time should come when 
a mystery ship attack would fail; the German 
submarine would return and report that this new 
terror of the seas was at large. And that is 
precisely what happened. A certain submarine 
‘received a battering which it seemed hardly like- 
ly that any U-boat could survive; yet, almost 
by a miracle, it crept back to its German base 
and reported the manner of its undoing. Clearly, 
the mystery ships in future were not to have 
as plain saling as in the past; the game, if it was 
to continue, would become more a battle of wits; 
henceforth every liner and merchantman, in Ger- 
man eyes, was a possible enemy in disguise, and 
it was to be expected that the U-boat commanders 
would resort to every means of protecting their 
craft against them. That the Germans knew all 
about these vessels became apparent when one 
of their naval publications fell into our hands, 
giving complete descriptions and containing di- 
rections to U-boat commanders how to meet this 
new menace. Tne German newspapers and il- 
lustrated magazines also began to devote much 
space to this kind of anti-submarine fighting, 
derfouncing it in true Germanic fashion as “bar- 
barous’” and contrary to the rules of civilized 
warfare. The great significance of this knowl- 
edge is at once apparent. The mere fact that 
a number of Q-ships were at sea, even if they 
did not succeed is sinking many submarines,

Still the Germans Walked 
Into These Sea Death Traps 


Berlin accordingly instructed the submarine 
commanders not to approach on the surface any 
merchant or passenger vessel closely enough to 
get within range of its guns, but to keep ata 
distance and shell it. Had the commanders al- 
ways observed these instructions the success of 
the mystery ship in sinking submarines would 
have ended then and there, though the influ- 
ence of their presence upon tactics would have 
remained in force. The allied navies now made 
elaborate preparations, all for the purpose of 
persuading Fritz to approach in the face of a 
tremendous risk concerning which he had been 
accurately informed. Every submarine command-- 
er, after torpedoing his victim, now clearly un- 
derstood that it might be a decoy dispatched for 
the particular purpose of entrapping him; and he 
knew that an attempt to approach within a short 
distance of the foundering vessel might spell his 
own immediate destruction. The expert in Ger- 
man mentality must explain why, under these 
circumstances, he should have persisted in walk- 
ing into the jaws of death. The skill with which 
the mystery ships and their crews were disguised 
perhaps explains this in part. Anyone who might 
have happened in the open sea upon Capt. Camp- 
bell and his slow-moving freighter could not 
have believed that they were part and parcel of 
the royal navy. Our own destroyers were some- 
times deceived by them. The Cushing one day 
hailed Capt. Campbell in the Pargust, having mis- 
taken him for a defenseless tramp. The con-

Crews Had to Change Their 
Habits and Entire Appearance 


A more Villainous looking gang of seamen than 
the crews of these ships never sailed the waves. 
All men on board were naval officers or enlisted 
men; they were all volunteers and comprised 
men of all ranks—Admirals, Captains, Command- 
ers and midshipmen. All had temporarily aban- 
doned His Majesty’s uniform for garments picked 
up in second-hand stores. They had made the 
somewhat disconcerting discovery that carefully 
trained gentlemen of the naval forces, when 
dressed in castoff clothing and when neglectful of 
their beards, differ little in appearance from 
the somewhat rough and tumble characters of 
the tramp service. To assume this external dis- 
guise successfully meant that the volunteers had 
also to change almost their personal characteris- 
tics as well as their clothes. Whereas the con- 
spicuous traits of a naval man are neatness and 
order, these counterfeit merchant sailors had te 
train themselves in the casual ways of tramp 
seamen. They had also to accustom themselves 
to the conviction that a periscope was every md- 
ment searching their vessel from stem to stern 
in an attempt to discover whether there was any- 
thing suspicious about it; they therefore had 
not only to dress the part of merchantmen, but 
to act it, even in its minor details. The genius 
of Capt. Campbell consisted in the fact that he 
bad made a minute study of merchantmen, their 
officers and their crews, and was able to repro- 
duce them so literally on his vessel that even the 
expert eye was deceived. Necessarily such a ship 
carried a larger crew than the merchant freighter; 
nearly all, however, were kept constantly conm- 
cealed, the number appearing on deck always rep- 
resenting just about the same number as would 
normally bave sailed upon a tramp steamen 
These men had to train themselves in slouchi- 
ness of behavior; they would hang over the raila, 
and even use merchant terms in conversation 
with one another; their officers were “masters,”

hardest «criminal something he 
vannot forget is borne out by in- 
terviews with many of the pris- 
oners. With but one exception, 
all of them say they have 
enough andynothing will prompt 
them to go to the limit of kill- 
of a fellow creature.

The more public the punishment the 
more effective. There were few wife- 
beaters when they had _ the public 
whipping post for such. There are 
few murders in New York because of 
the fear of ‘the juice,’ as the electric 
chair is known, and fewer murders 
in London than anywhere else, be- 
cause a murderer there has no re- 
course to all the little technicalities 
that cobweb some of the American 
methods ‘of law procedure. In six 
weeks, in London, men are executed 
for murder. It takes years here 
sometimes to bring about a convic- 
tion.

In 1918 the French had béen ex- 
hausted by four years of war, and 
it is true that nearly all of our 
divisions attacked with more dash, 
enthusiasm and courage than any 
but a very few of the best French 
divisions. But this superiority of 
practically all of our divisions was 
not due to lack of consideration of 
his men by any American officer.

COUNTY GRAND JURY CONDEMNS 
OFFICIALS’ ABUSE OF AUTOISTS 


Report Says Constables’ Overbearing 
Conduct Is Largely Due to 
Fee System of Pay. 

The St. Louis County grand jury, 
in a final report miade yesterday, said 
that ‘“‘numerous complaints have 
reached this body that Constables, 
Deputy Constables and some Deputy 
Sheriffs have been guilty of abusive 
and overbearing conduct fn the en- 
forcement of motor vehicle laws 
upon the county highways,” and 
comments: “This is a practice which 
cannot be too vigorously con- 
demned.”’ 

The evil is largely due, the report 
states, to the fact that county police 
officers are on the fee system, and it 
recommends that they be placed on 
regular salary. The present system 
is “antiquated,” it states. 

The grand jury, which has been ‘in 
session since Sept. 15, did not touch 
the question of commercialized gam- 
bling in the county, although its ex- 
istence is commonly known. The 
grand jury is virtually dependent 
upon the Prosecuting Attorney’s of- 
fice for information upon which to 
make inquiries. Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Ralph said nobody had come in 
to complain about gambling.

Meanwhile the frontal line drove 
ahead against machine-gun fire in 
front and flanking artillery fire 
from the right wntil it was in the 
vicinity of Cheppy. 

As we already know, there had 
been trouble immediately in Va- 
rennes, where the Thirtv-fifth was 
linked with the Twenty-cighth. 
The Thirty-fifth rceeived both 
shells and machine-gun fire from 
the high ground of the town and 
from the heights wich were fir- 
ing down on the Twenty-eighth. 
Both division reports speak of hay- 
ing taken Varennes, which is well 
spréad on the river banks. There 
was room enough for the troops 
of both to operate, with plenty of 
work for both to do before their 
common efforts had cleared the 
ruins of their infestuous occupants. 
The tanks @lso had a part in this 
success. Wherever there was any- 
think like favorable ground in that 
irregular landscape, they did val- 
uable service; and they tried to 
pass through woods and across ra- 
vines which only sublime audacity 
would have attempted—and some- 
times they succeeded. Their vis- 
ihility at short range to the numer- 
ous enemy batteries made any part 
in the battle by them seem sui- 
cidal, 

The formation for the attack 
was by brigades in column; that 
one of the two brigades in re- 
serve behind the other that took 
the lead. On that first dav, when 
a regiment of the frontal brigade 
was stopped by casualties, another 
was sent through it. The plan was 
to crowd in the eager men. It was 
their first big fight. They had im- 
patiently trained for this chance. 
The individualism of these stal- 
wart high-strung Middle Western- 
ers was allowed full _ rein. To 
them a fight meant that you did 
not give the enemy any time to 
think; vou forced the issue with 
smashing rights 2nd vicious upper- 
cuts at the start, a robust consti- 
tution receiving cheerfully and 
stoically any punishment tinflict- 
el as you sought a knockout. 

Therefore flanking fire was only 
a call to pressing the enemy hard- 
er and having the business the 
sooner finished. There was no 
waiting for guns to come up, as 
Cheppy on the right was taken 
soon after Varennes on the left. 
Losses, particularly of senior offi- 
cers, were becoming serious by 
this time; units, though scattered 
and intermingled in the fog, only 
wanted direction to go on. Hay- 
ing been, reorganized and being 
supported by fresh battalions, the 
advance continued. By night the 
Thirty-fifth’s left was well north 
of Varennes, its right near Very. 
and the approaches to Charpentry 
had been gained. On that first day 
the Thirty-fifth, fighting against 
flanking and frontal artillery and 
machine-gun fire, had made four 
miles in mastering the east bank 
of the trough of the Aire; but it 
had paid a price which was a 
tragic if splendid tribute to the 
courageous initiative of its men. 
The artillerists were working hec- 
tically to bridge the little stream 
for their pleces; that one-way 
bridge which two divisions were 
trying to use through Varennes 
. congested the other traffic. Accord- 
ing to the division report, instead 
of proper rations for the troops, 
there was an issue of fresh meat 
and vegetables with no means for 
cooking. 

The divisional artillery was~ex- 
pected to be up by 8 o'clock on 
the morning of the 27th to renew 
the attack, but higher authority 
could not wait on its support. In 
full realization of the strength. of 
the enemy's artillery, corps orders 
to advance at 6 a. m. must be 
obeyed, with only one battalion 
of light guns to protect the men 
in an endeavor that must be far 
more costly’ than yesterday's. The 
Kansans and Missourians were of 
the stock that can fight to a fin- 
ish; and they were expected to 
fight to a finish. The Seventieth 
Prigade, whose units had already 
been engaged and had been all 
day under more or less fire and 
advancing behind the Sixty-ninth, 
was put in front, with the Sixty- 
ninth in close reserve, ready to 
take up the battle when the Sev- 
entieth had suffered too heavily.

the afternoon. The aftillery  si- 
lenced some of the machine-gun 
nests, though it could not reach 
the enemy battery positions; but 
by the grace of thelr undaunted 
determination and energy the Kan- 
sans and Missourians took both 
Charpentry and the town of Baul- 
ny. In the darkness some daring 
units pressed through the Montre- 
beau Wood, while the main line 
dug in near Baulny to secure what 
protection it could from the shells 
whose flashes illumined vigorous 
spading, which had an incentive in 
the vicious singing of the frag- 
ments, 

It had been another costly day, 
and the night that followed was 
ghastly for the wounded. They 
were gathered from the field un- 
der incessant bursts of machine- 
gun fire: and when they were 
brought in, the crowded roads 
made their evacuation horribly 
slow.’ The struggle to ferce am- 
munition and supplies forward 
over the main road did not relax 
in the, area behind the _ troops. 
where all through the night the 
Gérman artillery, which had the | 
approaches to Charpentry and 
Baulny perfectly registered, kept 
up @ fire shrewdly calculdted to 
block a movement every time It 
started. 

All the artillery was-now up to 
support the troops being reformed 
for anothér attack at daybreak. 
which was preceded by a counter 
attack of the enemy which was 
promptly repulsed. More open 
spaces than yesterday must be 
crossed in full view of the en- 
filading batteries, particularly 
those firing from the west bank 
of the Alre. iround was gained 
all along the front; ground im- 
portant for the terrible day’s work 
that was to follow. ‘While “the 
wounded, suffering from exposure, 
were walking back or™belng car- 
ried back across the shelled fields 
and along the shelled roads, the 
survivors must spend the night In 
leaving nothing undone to insure 
the success of the next morning's 
attaek, which was to capitalize ev- 
ery atom of vitality remaining in 
this hard-driven division. Again 
the men were short of regular ra- 
tions; and the fresh beef and veg- 
etables which were again forced 
upon them could not be cooked. It 
was raw fighting, indeed, on raw 
meat and yaw potatoes which was 
expected of the Thirty-fifth. In- 
cidentally the divisional transport 
was short 1400 horses. 

The lors of officers in their gal- 
lant exposure to keep up the lIiai- 
son of the units had continued se- 
vere. For this reason alone, the 
Thirty-fifth, which was having its 
first battle experiencee, was un- 
prepared for a far less onerous 
task than that now assigned it. 
With nerve strength in place of 
physical strength, with wtl in 
place of adequate organization, the 
division was sent into a veritable 
alley, which could be swept. by 
artillery fire from the Forest edge 
across the Aire as well as from 
the other flank and in front.. The 
instant the attack began, the ene- 
my guns concentrated with. a_piti- 
less accuracy and a volume of fire 
completely surpassing that of the 
other days. In places the advance 
was literally blasted to a stand- 
still. ~ 

The village of Exermont, which 

was the main goal; was merciless- 
ly exposed in that ravine where 
the enemy shell fire had the play 
of a cataract through a gorge. 
Some men actually reached the vil- 
lage, butthey could not remain 
there alive. Groups charging for 
what seemed cover only ran into 
more shell bursts. The dead and 
wounded lay in “bunches” under 
the continuing blasts which dis- 
rupted organization. while offi- 
cers in trying to restore it sacri-

want of courage; but the division 
was undertaking the impossible. 
Every spurt of initiative was as 
futile as thrusting a finger into 
a ‘stove door.

When night of the 28th came, 
there was nothing to do but for 
the Thirty-fifth to withdraw, for 
lack of any means of supporting 
them, its exposed units from Mon- 
trebeau Wood and Exermont. The 
ravine could not be held unttfl the 
guns commanding it were silenced 
and fresh troops in numbers were 
summoned. A willing horse had 
been driven to its Neath. The Thir- 
ty-fifth’s units had been crowded 
into the front line until the, only 
reserves it had were men too ex- 
hausted from fighting to move. ‘On 
the 30th a defensive position was 
organized. A battalion of the 
Eighty-second Division, brought up 
with a view to renewing the at- 
tack, met a killing barrage which 
warned commanders that advanc- 
ing one fresh battalion was only 
throwing more cannon-fodder into 
the ravine. 

Throughout the 30th the men 
of the Thirty-fifth hela their 
ground under continuous artillery 
fire, which could not keep many 
from falling asleep in their exhaus- 
tion; but they were awakened to 
retributive zeal by two German 
counter-attacks, their marksman- 
ship being a warning to the enemy 
that though they had not the 
strength to advance they still knew 
how to shoot. On the night of the 
30th the Thirty-fifth was relieved 
by the veteran First Division. 
Gaunt and staggering, shadows of 
the sturdy figures which had ad- 
vanced on the 26th, the survivors 
plodded back to rest billets, to find 
that in some quarters the view 
was hell that the division had done 
badly. No more inconsiderate re- 
flection upon brave men was ever 
engendered in the impulses of bat- 
tle emotion, with its hasty judg- 
ment. 

In an advance of over six miles 
the Thirty-fifth had suffered 6812 
casualties. Nearly half of its iIn- 
fantry was dead on the field or in 
hospital. The other half was fn a 
coma from fatigue. Every rod 
gained had been won by fighting 
against fire as baffling as it was 
powerful. To say that the Thirty- 
fifth fought for five days as a 
division is hardly doing it justice. 
A division may be said to be fight- 
one brigade is in 
line while the othe” is resting. 
All the men of the Thirty-fifth 
were fighting. There were soldiers 
who did not have five hours’ sleep 
in that period of unbroken battle 
strain in the midst of the dead and 
dying. Only the powerful physique 
of the men, with their store of re- 
serve energy which they drew on 
to the last fraction, enabled them 
to bear it as long as they did. Their 
courage and endurance and dash 
performed a. mighty service in a 
most critical sector. Instead of he- 
ing the object of any ungenerous 
reflections by captious.pedants or 
commanders who did not know 
how to command, after they had 
given their generous all they 
should have been welcomed with a 
warmth of praise in keeping with 
their -proud and justifiable. con- 
sciousness that they had done their 
red-blooded best.

American food and such supplies as 
possible from the United Kingdom. 

Reviewing the situation in Austria, 
Glass said suffering was so great that 
the Chancellor, Dr. Renner, had de- 
clares a complete Breakdown must 
occur by the end of January unless 
assistance were given from the out- 
side. 

“What the effect of a general 

social breakdown in Austria would 
be of course only can be conjec- | 
'tured.” wrote Glass. “That it would | 
‘be confined to Austria, however, | 
seems highly improbable, and if it; 
spread to Germany, Poland, and per 
sibly all Europe, the result would be 
no less than a general disintegra- 
| tion of political cohesion in Western

T. LOUIS is to essay the role of Pied Piper, 
not to a ravaging pest of rodents, but to the 
native song bird family. The luring instru- 
ment will not be a flexible flageolet, such as 
iped its summons in old Hamelin, but a bird 
sanctuary, to be located and delightfully de- 
veloped on an eight-acre tract in the north end 
of the city, between O'Fallon Park and Bellefontaine 
Cemetery. 


This bit of land, peculiarly well suited by nature to 
the purpose, will be turned by art into a miniature 
paradise for the feathered population of the air. Noth- 
ing which song birds are known to love and need will 
be left unsupplied. A scheme of planting has been 
worked out which will provide berries, seeds and other 
sorts of natural foods. Trees and bushes there will 
be in abundance for nesting and protection from the 
elements. There will be a clear lake and a section of 
marsh ground. ‘The water will be stocked with small 
fishes for such visitors as relish a piscatorial diet. 
Bird baths and drinking fountains will be built, and 
last, but not least, the songsters will be protected 
from enemies, human and animal. And al! this will 
be open for the bird lovers of the city to enjoy. 

The demand for a reservation for birds has grown 
steadily in recent years, and has been emphasized by 
the rapid shrinkage in our parks and cities of every 
variety of bird life, except the English sparrow. The 
St. Louis Bird Club, of which Dr. Robert J. Terry is 
the president and moving spirit, has long advocated 
the proposition, which has now been put in concrete 
form by Nelson Cunliff, Commissioner of Parks and 
Recreation. It happened that the city possessed a 
piece of land, at the moment lying idle, which was as 
if made to order for such a project. This tract contains 
slightly more than eight acres, is heavily wooded and 
slopes irregularly in the direction of the Mississippi 
River, with a fall of approximately 70 feet. 

Formerly the ground belonged to the Catholic Church 
and was known as the New Bremen Cemetery. Two 
years ago it was given to the municipality by Arch- 
bishop Glennon, but with the proviso that it should 
not be used for recreational purposes; that is, swim- 
ming pools, playgrounds, etc., were not to be located 
upon it. There was no objection to turning it over 
to the birds, however, and work has already com- 
menced on the plan which will convert the tract into 
an al fresco aviary. Al) stones have been removed, in 
which operation care was taken not to disturb the 
soil. A fence has been built along the Taylor avenu 
boundary, and a path has been run through the heart 
of the reservation for the accommodation of visitors. 
The planting of shrubbery has been started, but, ac- 
cording to Commissioner Cunliff, several years will be 
required to complete the horticultural program con- 
templated by the plan as formulated by the St. Louis 
Bird Club. 

This plan is an extensive one, and when carried out 
in detail will give this city the most complete in- 
stitution of the sort in the United States. It is pro- 
posed, in a word, to restore natural conditions as far 
as feasible in a public park, developing in particular 
those features which are calculated to attract bird life. 
The work actually divides itself into four parts—the 
development of the woods, the careful treatment of 
open tracts: to conform with conditions in the fields, 
perfecting the water environment, establishing a fence 
and providing entrance trails. 

The idea of feeding birds in winter is not a novel 
, one, and is practiced in municipal parks in numerous 
cities throughout the country. St. Louis already has 
four stations in its parks, where in the cold weather 
grain, suet and other provender is thrown to the birds. 
This practice has done wonders in the direction of at- 
tracting and holding desirable members of the bird 
family, but with the latest development it is hoped to 
gather vastly greater numbers, which will populate 
not only the sanctuary but restock the parks and 
surrounding country. Besides, the little acreage will 
be a spot of indescribable charm for those who love to 
wateh and study birds. 
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Among the birds likely to avail themselves of the 
preserve, either as a permanent dwelling place or a 
visiting ground, may be mentioned cardinals, juncos, 
jays, bobwhites, wood thrushes, towhees, robins, 
thrashers, doves, grackles, flickers, red-winged black- 
birds, Maryland yellow throats, kingfishers, snipe, 
sandpipers, grebes, coots, song sparrows, white-throat- 
ed sparrows, Carolina wrens, martins, bluebirds, 
downy and red-headed woodpeckers, wrens, chicka- 
dees, screech owls, sparrow hawks, tufted titmice, 
crested fly catchers, whip-poor-wills, larks, quails and 
possibly such itinerants as green herons, bitterns, stray 
ducks and cranes. Semi-domesticated mallards, wood 
ducks, etc., will be introduced as permanent features 
in the preserve. 

In developing the woods an effort will be made 
to produce a canopy of trees and an undergrowth of 
saplings, shrubs, bushes and herbaceous plants. It is 
desirable that the woodland consist of native trees and 
shrubs, so that native birds and those stopping in the 
spring and fall migrations may find familiar fruits, 
seeds and insects upon which to feed. Many of the 
mature trees now on the place will, for various reas- 
ons, be removed, as will all undesirable growths of 
smaller order. The absence of factories and apart- 
ment houses and proximity to the river and wooded 
reserves of the park and cemeteries furnish extremely 
favorable conditions for plant life. 

Reproduction of natural conditions, however, will be 
tempered somewhat. Bushes, the fruit of which is 
congenial to a number of species of birds, will be gen- 
erally planted. Certain fruit trees are to be intro- 
duced. An attractive feature of the plan consists of 
a scheme of grouping together two or three species of 
shrubs, or shrubs and trees, each presenting some 
definite characteristic. In so far as they affect bird 
life, some of the groups will serve only as nesting 
sites. Others will function as screens for protection 
in winter, while many will] be useful as producing food. 

For example, the plan states, a thicket of elder and 
wild rose affords a nesting place for thrushes, winter 
cover for chickadees and juncos and food for robins, 
catbirds, kingbirds and many others. This familiar 
readside group presents a wonderful display of pink 
and white flowers at the same time. Other beautiful 
combinations are the red bud, cedar and wild plum, or 
cedar and dogwood, the cedar giving excellent pro- 
tection against storms and the plum, with its prickly 
limbs, providing defense against the cat and other éen- 
emy animals. Seven yctions of woodland are planned 
to present each some'definite characteristic related to 
the needs and customs of birds. 

For such birds as do not take kindly to the woods, 
there will be laid out open tracts, to be planted with 
grain in smal) patches, and otherwise simulating the 
countryside in typical farm areas. Certain of the 
wooded sections will be developed in relation to water. 
In detail of things to plant, little has been overlooked. 
The entire botanical list has been combed, and such 
selections made as will be useful and attractive. Among 
the most familiar to dwellers in the Mississippi Valley 
may be mentioned hazel, blackberry, wild gooseberry, 
Indian current, wild rose, buck thorn, elder, wild 
blackberry, wahoo, sassafras, wild crab, haws, hack- 
berry, spice bush, bladder nut, iron wood, bitter 
sweet, trumpet vine, sumac, hawthorne, honey locust, 
sorghum, wild beans, sunflower, milk peas and end- 
less grasses and wild flowers. 

The fact that water for drinking and bathing is an 
absolute essential to bird life is taken account of in 
the sanctuary plan. There will be a lake of clear 
water, with an island in its center, one shore bare and 
the other planted with rushes and other water plants. 

The water supply will not be turned directly into 
this pond, but will flow over a marshy area, pro- 
viding shallow water, which will prove an attraction 
for wading birds. The overflowed section will be 
planted with cat tail, delta potato, bur weed, wild mil- 
let, wild rice, wapato, pickerel weed and other shoots 
producing toothsome morsels for hungry birds. 

While success of the sanctuary is admittedly largely 
dependent upon the food and shelter it offers, to an 
equal extent will its success be measured by the pro- 
tection given against bird enemies. The greatest care 
must be taken to guard against destruction of eggs 
and young by cats and dogs. Good policing will do 
much, but a good meshed wire fence, provided with a 
cat-proof device, is almost indispensable. Stout, 
thorny hedges are another excellent protection, and 
these will doubtless be planted around the preserve. 
There will be a main entrance to the sanctuary, locat- 
ed on the high ground, from which there is a fine view 
of the Mississippi River, with pleasing vistas over the 
sanctuary. Made roads and walks will be purposely 
excluded. In the fields pathways will be marked out 
by mowing a strip through them, and entrance to cer- 
tain parts of the woods can be opened without the 
necessity of laying out paths.

OMETIMES it happens that too much of 
a good thing is the only thing that will 
turn you against it.

After a brief 
honeymoon at the Hotel Brevoort in New York the 
bride and bridegroom parted, he going back to his 
lonesome flat, she to her own stately home, “The 
Christmas Trees,” in Madison, Conn. These two were 
wedded and parted, and now they are working out 
Utopian ideals of their own in order that they may 
live happily ever after. 


Not only did the bride go back to her old home. She 
went back to her old name, or almost the old name. 
She has announced that hereafter she will be known 
as “Miss” Nina Wilcox Putnam. Which leaves the tall 
Mr. Sanderson—he stands 6 feet 3—without a Mrs. 
Sanderson to call his own, except in a very intimate 
circle of friends. And these all call her Nina. 


Ever since she could push a pencil across a sheet of 
white paper or get any kind of an audience for her 
' ideas, Nina Wilcox Putnam has been a fiery evangelist 
for the economic independence of woman. She argued 
that clean romance hadn't a chance in the world be- 
cause marriage implied that woman was dependent on 
her husband for support, and how could either a man 
or a woman know whether the wife loved her husband 
so long as marriage supplied a home for her and a 
servant for him?

Sometimes I get so lone- 
some that I can’t stand it another minute, and I call 
him up by telephone. 

“Sometimes I take a day off and visit him. Some- 
times he takes a couple of days off and comes here to 
see me, and no matter what the hour may be, I call it 
the noon whistle and put my work away until he 
leaves. We have an apartment in New York at 12 
Fifth avenue, just across from the Brevoort, and we 
often go there for the week-end. We keep all our 
dress clothes there, and we play with friends uptown 
and downtown, and then we come back to the country 
ready for work.”

And then, because the upkeep 
for all these has to come out of the study, household 
activities are run on a plan to protect the authoress 
from intrusion until the mailman makes his daily visit 
early in the afternoon. 


I suspected before I saw her that one of the reasons 
she lives and works in Madison is because it is al- 
most impossible for New York friends to drop in for 
tea, unless they start before sunrise. The suspicion 
was well founded. Even the morning paper doesn't 
get there until the day’s work is done. 

“The Christmas Trees,” a big, old, mid-Victorian 
house with green shutters, takes its name from four 
splendid evergreens that stand like silent sentinels 
in a row on the lawn right in front of the house. Home 
and trees and lawn suggest plenty of leisure and 
plenty of room, and they overlook Madison Green, 
a spacious park, bordered with stately old trees.

How a fascination of his childhood days 
has remained with Arthur E. 
Thorpe, though he is now 27 and 
holds down a responsible technical 
job—Inspiration gathered during 
the World’s Fair bears fruit in the 
shape of a faithful replica of the 
“Big Show’ — All the tents and 


85 circus wagons, in correct detail 


IFTEEN years ago, during the World's 

Fair held in St. Louis to commemorate the 

centennial of the Louisiana Purchase, 

Arthur Earl Thorpe of 7430 Hazel avenue, 

\ Maplewood, who was then but 12 years 

old and small for his age, spent much of 

his time contemplating the marvelous ex- 

hibits of the various nations of the world and the 

bewildering variety of diversions on the Pike. He 

saw many things to stir a lad of his age, but what im- 

pressed him most of all was a wood carver, who, with 

apparently little effort, was able to turn out all sorts 

of creations with only his jacknife, a supply of bass 

wood and some paints to furnish the required decora- 

tions. Now, from his babyhood days the circus had 

held a very high place in the dreams and plans of this 

same boy, and the ease shown by the carver gave him 

an idea which grew in magnitude as he trudged home 

that evening. Taking his mother into his confidence, 

he announced that he was going to create a miniature 

circus that would be as complete as human ingenuity 

and persistent application could make it, and he be- 
gan operations the very next day. 

Though a decade and a half have flown since that 
day, Thorpe is still working on his big undertaking, 
though years ago it was pronounced by circus men 
to be the most complete replica of its kind anywhere. 

Thorpe is now 27 and his duties in the engineering 
department of the Bell Telephone Co. keep him very 
busily employed, but he finds time of evenings to go 
over his great collection of properties, such as tents, 
cages, poles, clowns, bareback riders, animals of every 
known species down to the last detail, not overlooking 
the sideshow with its fat lady, living skeleton, snake 
charmer, wild man and other lures that separate peo- 
ple from their money when they venture in the realm 
of circusdom. ) 

Even the poles used to support the tents are faith- 
fully reproduced in'the miniature plant, with not a 
single point missing. When he gets his tents up in 
his back yard nearly every square foot of space 
is occupied and children flock in to see . 
“Thorpe’s Wonder of Two Continents.” All 
the tents are placed just as they are in the 
Ringling Bros.’ show. There are the two 
gaily decorated ticket wagons to accommodate 
the rush. The calliope or steam piano is in its 
place, and even the stands and baskets of the 
peanut venders are not overlooked; neither 
are the lemonade stands, reserved and box 
seats and the great array of bleacher seats 
with the coating of blue paint. 

That Thorpe has made good on his boyhood 
plan was demonstrated in a mdést convincing 
way not long since, when a circus advance man 
came out to the Maplewood back yard and 
made a minute inspection of the outfit. He 
looked over all the cages, -wagons and tents 
but reserved his judgment until he had made 
an examination of the mess tent, where the 
employes are fed. He inspected the tables, 
benches and other paraphernalia and pro- 
nounced the exhibit a most faithful repro- 
duction, even to the “dust on the table.” 

During the evenings of the many years he 
has whittled and painted, Thorpe has never 
missed an opportunity to get new ideas; he 
attends circuses every time he gets a chance 
and one of his proudest boasts is that he 
missed but one show since his birth, and that 
was when he was but three weeks old. He was 
then living in Marshall, Mo., and his parents 
decided that one of his limited powers of ob- 
servation and comment had no business at the 
show; hence he remained at home with his 
mother, while the balance of the town flocked 
in the direction of the big tent. But he was 
on the front seat at the succeeding shows, 
and since his removal to St. Louis in 1902 
he has been a consistent first and last nighter. 

One of his autograph letters was written by 
May Wirth, star bareback rider of the Ring-

wrote him a pretty note of encouragement some years 
ago when she was apprised of his ambition to produce 
a minature that would be the last word in perfection 
of design and execution. She also sent her photograph 
in costume. His father and mother encouraged him 
from the very beginning and readily supplied the ma- 
terials before he was able to earn his own capital. 
They rightly assumed that he was automatically ac- 
quiring some technical education while he was pur- 
suing his pet desire. Now they both agree that the 
young man’s time was very well spent and they take 
as much delight in showing the finished product as 
does its creator. Owing to the innumerable setails in 
the ensemble it requires a long while to set up the 
tents, poles, pins and get every whittled piece tn its 
proper place. During the Christmas season, while 
Thorpe was home on his vacation, it took him almost 
at. entire day to get everything in place, and when the 
task was finished he was rewarded with the delight 


of the little folk who trooped in the rear yard to see 
the show. 


Some idea of the size of Thorpe’s show can be 


, gathered from the fact that the main show tent, with 


its three rings, measures 12 by 6 feet. This connects 
directly with the menagerie tent, which is 8 feet long 
by 3 in width. The next in size is the. tent which pro- 
vides quarters for the horses. This is 71-2 feet by 8 
feet 4 inches and the mess or dining tent, is nearly 
as large. Then there are the dressing tents and the 
side show, with its highly colored posters featuring the 
many attractions that could have been seen in the 
pre-war days at the big circuses, for “the small sum 
of one dime.”” When the canvas, which in the Thorpe 
show is made of the best grade of linen, is spread, 
there is only a limited space for the spectators. The 
main pole is but 18 inches high and the observer has 
to stoop low to see the rings and the little wooden 
figures. within. 


On the main spread there are 16 first

quarter poles, 34 second quarters and not less 
than 250 stakes to hold the tent in place. In 
addition to the three rings there are two 
stages and a track for the hippodrome fea- 
tures. The grandstand is six feet long and 
there are 9 tiers of seats in the bleacher 
section, and these are arranged precisely as 
they are in the big circus league 

There are 18 cages in the menagerie for 
the lions, tigers and other wild easia, be- 
sides quarters for elephants and camels. 
Counting the cages there are 85 wagons. rang- 
ing in size from the pony cart to the long 
vehicles used for transporting the poles and 
canvas. The animal cages have decorated 
sides, just as they have in the sure-enough 
road productions, and there are two gorgeous 
conveyances for the bands which go abroad 
in the towns with other features to arouse the 
people and attract the crowds. In his deco- 
rative scheme, Thorpe stuck closely to the old- 
time gilt and carving so lavishly employed tn 
the days of Phineas T. Barnum himeelf. All 
of these conveyances were whittled out of soft 
woods, but the wheels were bought at toy 
stores. The animals were also secured in the 
same way, but the wee manikins representing 
the ring master, clowns and the other actors 
were products of Thorpe’s jacknife and an 
abundant supply of bass wood. 

In the properties are hand bills, some of 
which were printed by Thorpe the first yeat 
of his undertaking. The first are natually 
crude enough, but as he grew older and kept 
up his efforts, he turned out many which he 
shows with some degree of pride. 

All of these he printed himself with pen 
j and brush and that he followed the customs 
of the more hardened circus advertisers is 
shown by the alluring character of the an- 
nouncements.
